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MILESTONES  IN  NURSING 

A commemorative  marker  honoring  the  oldest  general  hospital  and  the 
oldest  school  of  nursing  in  Indiana  will  be  dedicated  at  Marion  County 
General  Hospital  on  September  9 at  1:30  p.  m.  The  marker  has  been  provided 
by  the  Indiana  League  for  Nursing  and  arrangements  have  been  made  by  a 
committee  headed  by  Sister  John  Fransis,  CSC,  of  South  Bend. 

The  marker  commemorates  five  significant  milestones  in  nursing.  In  1859, 
the  first  building  of  the  Indianapolis  City  Hospital,  forerunner  of  Marion 
County  General  Hospital,  was  completed.  In  the  Civil  War  years  the  facility 
was  operated  as  a military  hospital  with  Sister  Athanasius  Fogarty  and  other 
Sisters  of  Providence  providing  the  nursing  care.  In  1883,  professional 
nursing  was  born  in  Indiana  with  the  founding  at  City  Hospital  of  the  Flower 
Mission  Training  School  for  Nurses.  In  1891,  Mae  D.  Currie,  a graduate  of 
this  training  school,  initiated  professional  home  care  for  the  sick  poor  in 
Indianapolis.  In  1913,  Abbie  Hunt  Bryce  founded  the  Public  Health  Nursing 
Association  of  Indianapolis. 

The  Indiana  League  for  Nursing  should  be  congratulated  on  erecting  this 
memorial  plaque  and  focusing  attention  upon  the  history  of  their  dedicated 
pro  fession. 
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
